Japan docs not have the capability 
to reprocess its own spent fuel, so it 
sends the waste overseas to France 
and Britain.

Historic town 
honors Russian, 
American men 

ORGAU, Germany (AP) — A 
former American GI and one-time 
Red Army officer became hoborary 
' citizens Tuesday of this town oii the 
Elbe River where they shook hands 
in a historic World War II meeting 
SO years ago. 

William Robertson was a 21- 
ycar-old U.S. Army lieutenant and 
Alexander Silvashko wos a 19-year- 
old Soviet lieutenant when they ten- 
--tativclyapproachcd-cach-othcrand— 
shook hands on April 25, 1945. 

They were the vanguard of the 
U.S.-Soviet linkup at the Elbe River 
that cut Nazi Germany in two. After 
that, it became impossible for 
German troops to reach Berlin and 
defend the capital. Hitler killed him- 
self five doys later arid' Germany 
surrendered on May 7. 

"For B brief moment these two 
simple soldiers wrote world histo- 
ry,” Torgau Mayor Wolfgang 
Gerstenberg said. 

Robertson is now a retired neuro- 
surgeon living iii Culver City. 
Calif., and Silvashko lives in his 
native Belarus. 

They were among veterans of the 
U.S. 69th Division and the Red 
Army who assembled in Torgau to 
re-enact their iriceting.

He battled every session without

once for workers. 

Former Canyon County Republican 
legislator Ralph Gincs was selected 
by Ban to replace Berain. 

Berain backed another Hispanic, 
Bianca Tyler, as his rcplaccrnmt, but 
the legislative district commit^ did 
not nominate her. Tyler has served 
the last three sessions os secretary of 
the House Education Committee.

Police believe

BOISE (AP) — Police soy the 
shooting deaths of two men at a Boise 
trailer park appear to be murdcr-sui- 
cidc. 

John Cooney, 39. was shot three 
times and Gregory James, 44, died 
from a sclf-infliclcd gunshot wound 
to the head Monday morning, Boise 
police said. 

Teresa R. Lewis, 37, was shot in 
her left foot.

the bombing had nothinglo'do'with“ 
politics. 

"I held a hearing in Boise Mordi 17 
to investigajc excessive use of govern- 
ment force precisely to help get these 
issues into the public dialogue in order 
prevent this outbreak of violence,” she 
said in a staicment.

The NCAA doesn't require that 
schools have a drug-testing pro- 
gram, but it does have one impor- 
tant drug-testing rule in its manu- 
al. 

“The only thing the NCAS 
says is that if yod do have a drag- 
testing policy, you must follow 
it.” said Frank Uryasz, head of the 
NCAA's drug-testing program. 
“You must comply .with it." 

While Sapp has denied using 
cocaine, agent Drew Rosenhaus 
said his client admits testing posi- 
tive for marijuana twice, once as a 
freshman and again at the NFL 
combine in Februoty.

'ATLANTA' (AP) — Every- 
thing is now in place for the 
Olympic tieVet msh. 

The 44-pagc brochure and 
. order form for 1996 Olympics 
tickets was unveiled Tuesday, 
less than a week before about 
36 million copies will be dis- 
tributed across the country. 

. The booklet includes a full 
schedule of the Atlanta Games, 
a map of the city, descriptions 
of each sport, a price list, a 
worksheet, a ticket order form 
and an envelope. 

They will be available 
. Monday at thousands of g'ro- 
eery stores that sell Coca-Cola 
-as well as at Home Depot 
stores. Applications received in 
the first 60 days will be given 
equal priority. AHcr that, it will 
be first-come, first-served. 

Though 1 1 million tickets are 
being printed, only about seven 
million will be sold to the gen- 
eral public. The rest, including 
most for the premier 'events, 
already have been made avail- 
able to VIPs and corporate 
'• sponsors. 

The brochure's cover features 
an Olympic flag against a blue 
sky, surrounded by imogcijof-A^ 
runner, a gymnast, a diver a^'a 
soccer player. Insioe, Billy 
Payne, president of the Atlonia 
j Committee for the Olympic 
' Games, delivers a two-page 
welcome to ticket buyers. 

He beckons visitors to 
Atlanta, “a Souihcm city with 
graceful surroundings, soft 
summer breezes and hospitality 
that is warmer than sunshine." 

Payne also cautions 
Americans this may be their last 
chance to sec the Olympics in 
their homeland. 

"These arc the last Games of 
this millennium. Probably the 
last Olympic Summer Games 
on U.S. soil for a generation."

'The difference is that all the com- 
plexity has been distilled and is ex- 
pressed in the software."

"Often, the price that you pay is 
extra complexity and, therefore, 
quite a lot of uncertainty about how 
well the final product will actually 
behave,” said Littlewood, the soft- 
ware reliability expert in L^don.
